Candler was a rail telegrapher with some sight impairment who struggled 
greatly with the code until receiving a revelation from above. 


Besides counselling temperate living and hard work, he developed concepts 
such as soaking your sending arm in warm water to relax it prior toa 
sending session. 


He also advocated copying behind, and developing this skill by improving 
your mind by such exercises as speaking the letters in one column of words 
while transcribing on paper a different column of words. 


All this is described in an article entitled "The System" in the August 1972 
CQ; if you need a copy I'll send it to you. 


I don't know if it works; but I'd love a copy of the actual system to catch 
the true flavor of it.

I called into the South Texas Emergency Net (STEN) on 3954 last 

night with my Marauder and received glowing reports. I had been concerned 
with the 'tinny' sounding audio on SSB so I moved the carrier oscillator 
up into the passband of the SSB filter to the limit of the adjustment. 
It's about 100 cycles farther in than Heath specified but it sounds 
excellent. I heard a tape recording a nearby ham made for me to confirm. 


The downside of adjusting the carrier osc this way is that now the 
weakness of the balanced modulator really shows up... it won't stay 
balanced. Has anyone had similar experience with the two-diode 

balanced modulator? It takes frequent adjustment and is very VERY touchy. 
Both the trimmer and the balance pot require touch up every couple of 
minutes. It doesn't stray too far but loses the null. 


Is there a more recent vintage diode type with better performance? Is 
this problem known on the two-diode bal mod? Is there one component 
that typically causes this? The collective wisdom of the BA group 
will be welcome. 


One other problem yet to be solved is the T/R relay that stays hung in 
transmit once in a while.

After Al Fritsche's expose on electronics part dealers 
I will offer my true confession as well. 


During my poverty years, working @ Lafayette Radio and 
Henshaw Electronics in Phoenix, I "picked" parts for 
customers. No self-service on tubes or small pocketable 
parts! 


Usually, on a busy Saturday morning, I'd get a list of 
parts & tubes to pick off the stock shelves in the 
back of the store, which the customer couldn't see or 
hear. 


You can guess what happens - too much stuff in one 
set of arms and gravity intervenes. We'd end up 
dropping a tube box or two onto the deck. 

The standard Quality Assurance method in these 
instances was to shake the box and see if it glass 

had broken. If nothing rattled too loudly, we sold it, 
figuring it'd be returned if it was really bad. 


I think this is/was pretty much standard operating 
procedure amongst all the troops. They must build them 
pretty tough though, because I don't recall many 
returns. I won't speculate if it affected their 
useable lifetimes however. 


The moral of the story with tubes, new or old, is 
"caveat emptor"

RE: "Dropped" tubes... 


I would caution anyone not to roughly handle any of the larger or higer 
powered transmitting tubes with filament type cathodes, especially tungsten or 
thriorated tungsten filaments. (Such as 4-125, 4-400, 811A, 3C24, 100TH 
250TH etc.) These are very brittle and if subjected to drops off shelves 
even in padded boxes, it could lead to filament mechanical failure. I would 
also ship these type tubes so that they are likely to remain in an ‘operating 
position' (usually vertical-base down.) while in transit. Don't whip them 
laying on their side with the shipping label on top of the box. This is 
likely to invite disaster. An old hard-to-get tube that is physically broken 
is one thing, but one with an open filament is hard to accept and one 
the shipper won't cover under insurance.

I've run out of room and have too many other projects to work on. 
Therefore, I'm looking for a good home for my R-390A. It is an Amelco 
(contract 35064-PC-62) which are noted for having a "hot" front end. This 
one is no exception. I've compared it to R-390A's from two other 
manufacturers and it had the best sensitivity. 


This one is probably cleaner than average. It has two scratches on the 
front panel about one inch long near the edge. They don't go to the metal 
but just to the underlying paint layer. It has had the meter replaced with 
new black military meters that look almost like the originals. The line 
Level meter reads 0 to 100 dB and the Carrier Level meter reads © to 10 with 
the legend ua x 10 beneath. It also has the cover for the RF amp. It has a 
sharp looking cabinet. It is not the original military cabinet but rather a 
used RCA monitor cabinet that fits nicely, ten and a half inches high. The 
cabinet has a perforated top which allows good air flow. You can run the 


receiver for hours without excessive heat buildup. The cabinet is a nice 
squared-off design (rather than rounded art deco type) and the combination 
looks very sharp. I can send a photo to interested parties. 


Everything works to the best of my knowledge. The frequency spread of the 
PTO is off approximately 50 Hz per 100 KHz. This isn't bad and is probably 
better than average, but it could be improved by adjusting the PTO as 
described in the manual. The PTO is a Collins. 


It includes the following extras: 

1. TM 11-5820-358-10, 16 Jan 1961, operator's manual, xerox copy 

2. TM 11-5820-358-35, 8 Dec 1961, operation and depot maintenance, xerox 
copy bought from Fair Radio

First Reply: 6 


Draw For It: 6 


Highest Offer/Auction: 3 


Come and Get It: 1 
Seller's Discretion: 1 
No Preference: 1 


This is quite interesting! Six responders felt that the first person to 
reply should get the item. An equal number thought that all names received 
within a certain time frame should be entered into a drawing and the buyer 
selected from that group of names, mainly due to the delays in the e-mail 
system and that not everyone has a terminal online at all times but some 

do have instant notification of arriving e-mail messages and usenet articles 
at work. (I have only once been successful in being the first to get to 
something that was listed - and that was in a BA-List digest, but this was 
for a fairly obscure manual). 


Three responders thought that the item should be listed with "best offer 

over $XX.00 received by a certain time. One added that the item could be 
listed with an on-line auction house and posted here and on usenet. One 
suggested that I "make them come to you" and another gent advised that the 
decision as to who to sell the item to should be up to the seller's discretion 
based upon several factors including the buyer's acceptance of the seller's 
terms such as form of payment, who pays shipping, etc. One other person 
replied that he had no preference on this matter but that neither party 

should change the deal after it was made. 


So there you have it! My opinion on the matter has changed a bit - and I 

tend to adopt the philosophy of seller's discretion I will have to give some 
thought to favoring the first responder with the best offer that accepts the 
terms of payment and shipping.

I will try to get to Astoria to visit the S/S Jeremiah O'Brien when it docks 
there at the end of July. 

For BAers who don't know about this ship, it participated in the Normandy 
invasion and later saw 

service in the Pacific. The ship is powered by a triple expansion 
recriprocating steam engine that 

develops 2500 horsepower and auxillary small steam engines generate the 15 
to 20 kilowatts of 

electric power for the radios, navigation equipment and lights. Feed pumps, 
fuel oil pumps, fire 

and general service pumps are all recriprocators, thus minimizing the load 
on the electrical 

system. 


For folks who like to restore battle-scarred radios, bringing this ship back 
to life was a true labor of 

love. It came out of the mothball fleet at Suisun Bay, Ca. in October 1979 
under it's own power 

after about 6 weeks of work by volunteers. My reference doesn't say much 
about the radios but 

tells a lot about the engine, boilers, steering motors and general 
construction of Liberty ships. Our 

troopship was in convoy with many of these vessels on the trip to Europe in= 
WW2.
